In view of the amendment after final filed February 28, 201 1 , claim 1 6 has been 
cancelled. Claims 1-15, 17-20 are pending. 

2. In view of the amendment after final filed February 28, 201 1 , the rejection of 
claim 16 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, is withdrawn. Further, the rejection of 
claims 8-1 0, 1 2-20 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Bataille et al. 
(US 2001 /0051 677) in view of Bruck et al. (DE 3501 697), is withdrawn.
